Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: (1) Regarding claim 13, the examiner noted that the allowable 
feature of claim 13 is the fabric sleeve enclosing at least a portion of the electric heating element in combination with 
the other recited structure. Accordingly, broadening the claim by deleting the power unit details (including a control 
panel, etc.) would not affect allowability of the claims. Also, the examiner agreed that adding a new independent claim 
with commensurate limitations but changing "fabric" to "film" sleeve would also be allowable. (2) Mr. Arnett argued that 
because the electric heater 2A of JP 258 was mounted substantially on the patient-side surface of the pad, locating the 
temperature sensor closer to the surface than the heating element as shown in Bull et al would not be possible. Upon 
further reconsideration, the examiner agreed that the rejection would be withdrawn in view of the argument. (3) 
Regarding claim 69, Mr. Arnett argued that the prior art of record does not suggest the sleeve around the heating 
element to be flame resistant. Upon further consideration, the examiner agreed to withdraw the rejection. (4) 
Regarding claim 1 1 , Mr. Arnett argued that the structure referred to by the examiner as a "sealed connector" may not, 
in fact, be a connector at all. Instead, it is possible that it could be merely a pass-through-not a connector. Although 
the argument has merit, the examiner could not say whether the rejection would be withdrawn. Tthe examiner, 
however, will reconsider the rejection upon receipt of applicant's response. . 
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
